HE miniſters of the reformed churches of Bo- 
hemia, being baniſhed from thence in the year 
1624, by the edict of Ferdinand the Second, at that time 
Emperor of Germany ; Fobannes Comenius, who com- 
piled this hiſtory of theſe two prophets, was forced to 
forſake his charge of the miniſtry of the goſpel in 
Bobemia, and to fly for his religion and his L 
into Sileſia, which at that time was famous for her 
charity to the true profeſſors of the goſpel of Chriſt. 
Here he firſt underſtood of the Viſions and Prophe- 
cies of Chriſſopher Kotterus ; to which, at the firſt, he 
gave more wonder than belief ; but being much en- 
couraged and comforted, to underſtand thereby what 
great deliverance God in his good time would give 
unto his church, he determined with himſelf to em- 
ploy more time and circumſpection in examining the 
truth of the prophet, and his prophecies; to which 
purpoſe having acquainted himſelf with divers reve- 
rend divines, he communicated this buſineſs to them, 
which ſo ſtrangely did affect him; and being more 
fully ſatisfied by them of the truth of it, he tranſlated 
the copy of the Viſions and Prophecies into the Bo- 
hemian tongue; which not long afterwards, ſor the 
A 2 novelty 
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novelty and wonder of it, was tranſlated by another 
into the German tongue. In the mean time Come- 
nius, underſtanding. that Aoierus lived at that time 


in a city called Spro/ta, which was not far from the 


place where he did lead a baniſhed life, he reſolved 
with himſelf to make a: journey on purpoſe thither, 
to be better informed of the man, and his Reve- 
lations. 

Being come to Sprotta, in Sileſia, he found the 
houſe, but could not find the perfon of Koterus; for at 
that time he was ſent for to Berlin, by Wilbelmus, 
Prince-Elector and Marquis of Brandenburgh, who 
being much affected at his Prophecies, was tranſ- 
ported with a delicate deſire to ſee him. He was 
there ſtrictly examined by Pelargus, Superattendant= 
General of the churches of the whole marquiſate ; 
and by Dr. Fuſſelius, chief chaplain to the Elector, 
to know by what ſpirit he did write; who both 
being amazed at the excellent anſwers he did give 
them, did diſmiſs him with great reſpect. | 

In the mean time, his Prophecies being diſperſed 
in Sileſia, Bobemia, and in Germany, in printed copies, 
and in manuſcripts, the fame of this great prophet 


arrived at che ear of Frederic, King of Bobemia; who 


(the city of Prague being loſt, and the war unhappily. 
managed in Bohemia) was at that time in Holland, with 
his royal conſort Elizabeth, daughter to James the 
Firſt, King of England, and having heretofore ſeen 
Kotterus at Wratlijlaue, and diſcourſed there with him, 
he had a great deſire to peruſe the entire hook of his 
Prophecies: he therefore did ſend an expreſs to his 
own mother, Juliana Aufiriaca, who lived then at 
Berlin, with her daughter, the Electreſs of Branden- 


i zurgb, to procure them for him. 


The care and charge of this was committed by 
the Qucen-Mother to Ladiſlaus de Zerotin, Pro-Mar- 
quis of Moravia, by whoſe procurement a copy of the 


Prophecies was accurately written, and the book 


was 
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was bound up moſt richly: but being prevented 
himſelf by ſickneſs, he deſired Comenius to take the 
pains to carry it to the King in Holland, which ac- 
cordingly he did; and having gained acceſs by means 
of the chiefeſt of his Chaplains, Dr. Altingins, he 
made his addreſs unto him in theſe following words: 


May it pleaſe your Moſt Excellent Majeſty, 

T know, in this great !rial of your faith and patience, 
no divine comforts can be wanting to you, and that you may 
ſay with the prophet David, © Unleſs thy law, O Lord, 
had been my comforc,”* Sc. but ſince our good God doth 
never fail to ſend confort unto l hiſe, even by extraordinary 
means, Who are affiifted for the truth, of which (if ever 
in any age) thoſe many wonders may be numbered, which 
both in heaven and earth have been ſeen in this; as al 
ſome Revelations made by certain perſons of undoubled cre- 
dil, declaring wonderful things of the ſudden mutation of + 
affairs in the world ; and among ft thoſe more eſpecially, 
Kotterus, of Sprotta, in Sileſia, who was preſent with 
your Majefty at Wrattiſlaue, and with kis own mouth de- 
clared ſome of them unto you ; whoſe Prophectes, ſince they 
are now recorded in writing, and your Majeſty, with your 
poſterity, and other relations, do ſeem 19 be much intereſted: 
in them, it was thought a great fault in tho/Je who had the 
cuſtody of them, not to prefer them io your Majeſty's obſerv- 
ance : not that any nece{ſily is impoſed on your moſt excellent 
Majeſty to believe them, but that they may be preſerved for 
a leſtimony to ſlimes to come in a ſafe library; that ſo, if the- 
paſſages herein contained be fulfilled and made manifeſt, 
no man may ſuſpect or calumniate the truth thereof, as alſo 
that thereby we may wait on Divine Providence for the 
diſpoſing and ordering of ſuch things io their deſigned : 
events : for if we deſpiſe not to under/land political dif- 
courſes, or aſtrological predittions, or the conjettures of 
doe men concerning the imminent mutation of affairs, why 
ſhould we neglef theſe things proceeding from a higher - 
principle: ? Care bath been aten, ther-fore, that a copy of- 

them 
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them foould be tranſcribed from the original, which I here 
do moſt bumbly preſent unto your Majeſty. 


The King having 1 taken the book into his hand, 
and looking upon it, ſaid, asl is it of ſo great a Bulk? 
for it was of royal paper, and folded into a quarto, 
and written in a very fair and legible letter. After 


- 


he had opened it, and obſerved the picture of a man 


ſtanding in the midſt of a great army, to whom a 


golden book was offered, he demanded what was 


the meaning of it; and anſwer being made, that he 
converſion of the Turks was thereby preſaged, What ! and 
wriſt they be converted alſo? ſaid the King, and com- 
manded Comenius to give him the ſcope of the pro- 
phecies throughout all the book ; which being done, 
the King ſaid, God grant a deliverance to the church from 


all ber perſecutions, and a propagalion of the goſpel 


amongſi all the unbelievers; and having ſpoke theſe 
words, he graciouſly diſmiſſed him. 

In the year 1626, Kolterus took a journey into 
Bohemia, being invited thither by many of the nobi- 
lity, and ſome of the reformed miniſters, who pri- 
vately were protected by them in that country. Con- 
tinuing among them for a certain time, he reſolved 
with himſelf to travel to Clogovia, although he was 
much difluaded from it by his friends. Here it 
pleaſed God, that in the year 1637, on the 2d of Ja- 
mary, he was diſcovered, apprehended, and hurried 
to priſon, where he lived for the ſpace of three months 
in extreme miſery ; and had never come out of it 
with life, had it not been by the ſudden and moſt 
unexpected death of the Fiſcal, his greateſt enemy. 

But he being taken out of the world, Ko//erus not 


long afterwards was taken out of priſon; and being 


ſentenced to ſtand in public on a market-day, with a 


er on his forehead, to ſhew the nature of his of- 


fence, as a falſe prophet, he became a ſpectacle to 


the whole city for the ſpace of an hour ; which being 
expired, 


* — 
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expired, one of the officers brought him unto the 
gates of the city, and commanded him to come no 
more into it, nor into any other place of the domi- 
nions of the empire, under the pains of death. 

He departed, therefore, into Lu/atia, at that 
time under the juriſdiction of the Elector of Saxony, 
where he ſpent the reſt of his life with his wife and 
family in great tranquillity, and was tranſlated into a 
better life in the year 1647. |

Prophecies, Viſions, and Revelations, 


OF 


CHRISTOPHER KOTTERUS, 


CONCERNING THE 


RUIN OF THE ROMAN EMPIRE, TOGETHER WITH 
| THE POPE OF ROME. 


N the 11th day of June, in the year of our Lord 
1616, there firſt of all appeared an angel in the 
ſhape of a man to Ac/llerus, as he was going forth, 
and ſaid unto him, Friend, lay a little; I muſt deliver 
 fomething lo you, which you muſt declare io the eccleſiaſtical 
and civil magiſtrates. Rollerus, being amazed at this 
ſummons, and knowing not what to ſay, the angel 
proceeded, and told him, that the anger of God was 
kindled againſt mankind, and that in fury he haſtened 10 
mflie? puniſhmen! on them, unleſs they repented; and 
above all things be would puniſh them for their-pride and 
impurity, and for the contempt of God, and of his word. 
Having ſpoke theſe words, the angel vaniſhed from 
his fight ; but five days afterwards he appeared to 
him again, and repeated the ſame things.

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The SECOND VISION, in the Tear 1619.

Kolterus having being overcome by the counſel of 
ſome of his friends, who perſuaded him to the con- 
trary, the angel appeared to him again in the ſame 
form as before, and demanded of him, be bad per- 
8 what be bad commanded him? Kotterus, not 

nowing what anſwer to make, did ſtand like a dumb 
man; but the angel, lifting up his eyes to heaven, 
faid, Not unto us, not unto 7, Wy unto thy name, O Lord, 
ide the glory. And turning to Koterus, he ſaid, 
Wherefore did you neglef io do as you were commanded ? 
bath not Almighty God deſerved beiter at your hands? Ii 
is he who hath created you, redeemed you, and ſanctiſied 
you, and regenerated you to the hope of eternal life. It is he 
who fer your ſake delivered up bis own Son 10 death: and 
do you refuſe lo ſpeak a word or eb for bis jake, and to 
offer up yourſelf. an inflrument for the performance of his 
work? I pronounce unto you, if yeu do it noi, you Hull 
have no quiet in your heart; and moreover, ycur name ſhall 
be bloited out of the book of life. Why are you afraid of 
man, more light than the whiſpers of leaves blown by the 
wind, of whim indeed you fhall receive a threefold cen- 
fure? 1/0, Some of them ſhall threaten you ; 2dly, Some of 
them fhail admire you ; and, 3dly, Others fhall give no 
regard unto you : but do you lake herd that you lay not 
fuch things lo your heart. | 

After this, the ſpirit began to inform him, that 
the face of the preſent times was partly clear, and 
partly cloudy: clear and joyful, becaule they are the 
times of grace, in which the light of the divine truth 
hath ſhined upon men with ſo pure a ſplendor; 
cloudy and forrowful, becauſe men retuſe ro ſee this 
light, and had rather have their hearts darkened with 
errors and infidelity. At the laſt, he pronounced, 
Unleſs that men do earncftly refolve, and endeavour 5 

amenc 
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amend themſelves, God will moſt grievouſly puniſh them 
with fire, ſword, famine, and peſtilence. And giving 
his right hand to Aollerus, he admoniſhed him to put 
off all fear, for no evil ſhould come unto him ; and 
afterwards he added, I will accelerate my word, io per- 
Form it; and having ſaid fo, he vaniſhed away. Kol- 
ſerus being left alone, ſtood ſtill at firſt, as being loft 
in a great amazement; and preſently afterwards, 
looking round about him, he beheld on the one fide 
a company cloathed in white, ſinging and rejoicing, 
and on the other ſide of him a rabble, all in black, 
groaning and howling; and being amazed at this 
viſion, he made haſte to his own houſe, and on the 
19th of Augiff, at a full meeting of the city, he de- 
clared all theſe things unto them. 


The THIRD VISION, ia the Year 1620. Aug. 1. 


The angel that was ſeen before, did appear unto 
him again, and demanded of him, if be had diſpatched 
that errand which was commilled t9 bis charge? He 
made anſwer, that he had ; and that he was ſcorned 
and laughed at for his pains. 

The angel admoniſhed him to proceed without 
fear; for he had many more things to reveal unto 
him, concerning not only men of an inferior condi- 
tion, but the King of Bovemia himſelf: as firſt, that 
the Princes of the empire ſhould not jo headily ruſh inis 
arms, but rather abſtain from the effuſion of BLOOD; 
and that God would iake the cauſe into his own hands, and 
revenge the quarrel, by ſending a roaring Lion to devour 
his enemies, that not any fool ſlep of them ſhould remain. 

Eight days afterwards he beheld a triangle lifted 
above the earth, and hanging inthe air; from whencehe 
heard three clocks, like ro one another in the ſound, 
and every one of them ſtriking eleven. At that time 
he underſtood not the meaning of it, which was re- 
vealed unto him on the 26th of the ſame month fol- 
lowing, viz. That in that STS or threefold dimen- 


fron, 
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ſion, he might behold the moſt holy Trinity; and by the 
uniformity of the ſound of the three clocks, be might ac- 
knowledge the unity of the Trinity ; and that the number of 
tbe eleventh hour did admoniſh, it was bigh time 10 riſe 
from the ſleep of ſin, becauſe it is the eleventh hour, in 
which the maſler of the family went forth 16 hire la- 
bourers inio his vineyard, and that not long afterwards he 
will fit down 10 give their wages to bis workmen. 

He proceeded, that as the prieſts of the Fews, the 
ſcribes and phariſees, were not converted at the mi- 
racles and paſſion of our Saviour, but the hearts of 
the Genliles were penetrated, ſo that one of them ſaid, 
Either God himſelf doth ſuffer, or the end of the 
world is at hand;” and another, ſeeing him crucified, 
did acknowledge him to be the Son of God ; in the 
like manner, in the miracles within a ſhort time to be 
wrought, eſpecially in GERMAN,“ their hearts ſhall 
be neither touched nor turned unto God; but a great 
Monarch of many kingdoms ſhall be converted, who, 
abandoning the darkneſs of the Cenliles, ſhall receive 
the light of the goſpel. Having uttered theſe words, 
he vaniſhed. a 

December 1, 1620. 

Kotterus having declared that which he was 
commanded by the angel to the magiſtrates, he was 
referred by them to the paſtors and miniſters of the 
church, who conjured him to declare unto them 
from whence he had theſe Revelations; whether he 
had feigned them himſelf, or received them from 
ſome others, to diſperſe them abroad, under the 
name of Viſions. They adviſed him to conſider 
thoroughly with himſelf, what, and how great things 
they were he undertook, and how horrible a crime he 
1hould be guilty of, if any deceit were in it. They 
propounded to him, unto how great a danger he 


ſhould expoſe his conſcience, and pull upon himſelf 
the

the hatred and the anger both of God and men, and 

hazard not only his own life, but the lives of his wife 
and children. He being nothing terrified nor ſtartled 
at it, made anſwer, that he wiſhed all curſes and im- 
precations might fall upon him, if at any time he de- 
clared any thing, but that which he had heard and 
ſeen, and was commanded to reveal. That he never 
had any revelation in his ſleeps or dreams; nor was 
there any thing feigned by him, a ſimple and an ig- 
norant man; neither did he ever receive or hear any 
thing from any other man, bur all things were exhi- 
bited to him by voice and viſion. But whether this 
ſpirit be good or bad, it lieth not in his power to 
diſcern; and therefore he defired counſel and in- 


formation of them, whether any thing herein be con- 


trary to the expreſs word of God; but, for his part, 
he did believe it was a good ſpirit. 


Type FOURTH VISION, December 7, 1620. 


On the 7th of December, in the ſame year, he 


 was-commanded by the ſpirit to go to ral liſlaue, and 


to addreſs himſelf to the King of HBobemia. Into 
whoſe preſence being admitted, he acquainted him 
(three other Princes beingthen preſent with him) with 
the charge which he had from God to deliver to him. 
He concluded with theſe three advices : 

Firſt, That he ſhould make known ia all bis enemies 
bow much his heart was inclined lo peace; to which, if 
they were refradtory, he told him, that God, in his 
own time, would raiſe up a mighty army from the 
Eaſt againſt him; which ſhould not be the army of 
the King, but the army of God himſelf. | 

The ſecond advice was, That he diligently ſhould 
look to bis own ſafety, and betware of his private cnemies, 
Tho do endeavour lo lake his life from him. 

The third was, That he ſhould often call do mind 
the example of the patriarch Jacob, who bad to ſuch 
enemies, as Laban and Eſau. Which being heaid, the

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King of Bohemia immediately made anſwer, © I take -

The REVELATION, March 20, 1621. 


On the goth of March, in the year 1621, the 

el which appeared to him in former times did 
lead him into a field, and demanded again of him, if 
he had performed what he was commanded, and 
encouraged him to continue in the per formance of 
his duty. He had that time told him, that God, 
from the beginning of the world, in five ſeveral ways 
had exerciſed his judgments upon mankind. The 
firſt of all upon Adam and Exe, whom, with all their 
progeny, he did ſhut out of Paradiſe. The ſecond, 
on the whole world, which he deſtroyed with the 
deluge. The third remarkable judgment was over 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrba. The fourth, on 
Pharaoh, being overwhelmed in the fea, The fifth, 
on the people of 1frae!, and the city of Jeruſalem. 
And the time of the SIX TH JUDGMENT is now at 
hand, by which God will tribulate men throughout all 
the earth, with ſword, peſtilence, and famine. Now 
the cauſes of theſe horrible judgments were, firſt, 
diſobedience in our firft parents. The fecond was, 
becauſe men would not be ruled by the govern- 
ment of the Spirit of God, The third, that oppoſing 
the commandments of God, they committed abo- 
minations. The fourth, becauſe Pharaoh would nor 
give glory unto God, but deſpiſed the Lord of hea- 
ven and earth. The fifth, becauſe the Fews would 
neither hear nor receive the .prophets and apoſtles 
ſent from God unto them, to exhott them to repent- 
ance. And the cauſes of this SIXTH approaching 
judgment are, that men refuſe to be obedient to the 
goſpel of Chriſt ;* and that theſe are the times fore. 
| told 


* Are not atheiſm and deiſm almoſt univerſal in the pre · 


ſent day? 
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told by our Saviour, that men ſhould be wicked, as 
before the Flood,“ and as in Sodom and Gomorrah. 
. The ſpirit at this time repeated hat before he 

had told him of the great Monarch of many king- 
doms, ſaying, THAT HE WAS THE LORD OF 
THE EASTERN NATIONS, and that God had 
delivered into his hands the rod of his judgments, 
and commanded him to GO UNTO- THE WAR 
IN HIS OWN PERSON. The ſpirit at that time 
alſo commanded Ko//erus to declare unto all the 
Lords, Princes, and Potentates of the Empire, that if 
they would avoid the prevailing hand of this Judge, 
nor come into the power of him whom God hath 
made the executioner of his judgments, to believe 
that there are but two ways left them: the firſt, that 
they would repent, and believe the goſpel; and thar 
thoſe great perſons who have gone before the people 
in their fins, ſhould now go before them in humilia- 
tion and amendment. 

The ſecond way to reſtore peace unto the em- 

pire, is, to promote King Frederic, and his progeny. 
At which words of the angel, Kotterus interpoſed, and 
faid, If ihe King of Bohemia, and bis progeny, be ſo ac- 
ceptable, why was he fo 'unſucceſsful as lo be enforced 10 
fly from Prague? To which the angel did make an- 
ſwer, I be had not been expelled by the enemy. he ſhould 
have been enforced from that place by ſome one elſe ; but for 
the good of his own progeny, who, althuwgh they are 
oppreſſed now, fhall hereafter be exalied: for I do 
declare unto you,“ U hat the progeny of this King ſhall 
« fill out unto the Pope and his adherents the cup of 
« bitterneſs, which it ſhall be grievous for them to 
« drink,” - 


The VISION on the roth of April 1621. 


Kotterus going out of his own houſe, did feel, as 
he thought, ſome hand to touch him on the right fide 


of 


; * Do not the very men, who are ſuffering under the preſent 
judgments, blaſpheme the hand of the Lord that chaſtiſes them? 
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of his body, and to ftay him; and turning his face 
that way, he beheld a table triangular, of an azure. 
colour, and three young men, - cloathed in white, ſit- 
ting at it, and holding one another by the hand. 
Before every one of them was a tree, about the height 
of an ell in length, and on every tree there was a roſe 
tobe ſeen; when, behold, a lion's whelp, leaping on the 


table, (being wſelf of en azure colour) taking hold 


of the tree that ſtood towards the ſouth, did ſo thake 
it, that the leaves did fall down with the roſe, and 
were turned into blood ; but the /ree that was planted 
be ſore the young man in the north, did ſtand without 
the leaſt motion. The ee on the eaſt fide did ap- 
Pear at the firit to be dry and withered; when, be- 
Hold, on a ſudden it did flouriſh, and a roſe on the 
bough thereof began moſt pleaſantly to bud. 

The young man on the north tide, holding the 
other on the eaſt by the hand, did ſay unto Kollerus, 
Ce me the fellow/hip of thy rigbl- band,; and their 
hands being joined together, the young man on the 
eaſt {aid unto him, Be you careful to write down all 
theſe things exactly; for a great myſtery is contained in 
them, which God in a ſingular viſion will reveal unto you. © 
As he ſpake theſe words, the table, with the trees, 
did vaniſh away, the three young men ſtill remaining 
with Koilerus. And the young man of the north ſaid _ 
unto him, Look upon us three with cirmmſpettion, for 
one of us ſhall return to thee again, and ſhall expound unto 
Jou the itbings tobich you have fcen. | 

Hollerus made anſwer to him, ho are you? and 
was fo amazed, that he could not ſpeak one word 
more. The young man of the north replied, Ve are 
the fervants of the great and dreadful God, but a God 
that is meraful lo you ; who maketh his angels ſpirils, 
and bis miniſters a flame of fire. But do you thoſe things 
which are commanded, if yu will preſerve the love of that 
great God, And having ſpoke theſe words, they va- 
nifhed out of his ſight. |

Kolterus on that morning, having opened his 
window, behold there appeared to him one of thoſe 
three young men whom he ſaw before fitting at the 
triangular table, who ſaid unto him, Mrite down what 
I hall declare unto thee; for I am be, who jilting before 
on the north ſide of the table, did declare unis thee, that 
we were the ſervants of the great and dreadfulGzd, but 
a God thal is merciful 10 you.

Behold ! the Lionꝰ of the North begins to rouſe 
himſelf, and two other of the ſame colour do follow 
him, who will pluck up that Tree in the South, root 
and branch. O that thou hadſt known the day of 
thy viſitation! but glory be to Him, who alone 
worketh wonders. 

The ſpirit, on the next day returning, repeated 
the ſame words; and adued, Thoſe hundred and 
forty-ſeven weeks are three weeks of the year of Ju- 
bilee, in which a great myſtery is comprehended, 
and pertaineth only to thoſe that are extraordinarily 
illuminated; but be not thou inquiſitive after it, but 
look only to thoſe things which are commanded 
thee. Kolterus made anſwer, I ſhall be ready and 
moſt willing to perform all things that are com- 
manded me, if I were ſure to be believed: for there 
are but very few who in theſe wonders will give any 
credit unto me. The ſpirit made anſwer, Let not 
that trouble you; the ways of God are wonderful. 

There were never any made partakers of the 
thoughts and the counſels of the Higheſt ; but they 
have all been confounded, who would have exa- 
mined the wiſdom of God; for he is the Lord of 
heaven and earth, and doth all things according to 
the counſel of his own will ; look not thou after them, 
for they exceed Fhe reach of thy underſtanding : 
cleave faſt unto the word of God, believe the ſcrip- 
tures and the prophets, and hear, if thou haſt ears to 
hear, How much, alas! do wilful men miſtake 
themſelves, preſuming on their own ſtrength and 
power, and whiſpering to one another, there 1s no 
need of fear, either from the Eaſt, the North, or 
from the Wet. LEY 
Behold a Ravening Wolf hath hid himſelf in the 
Eaſt; and three Lions from the North, are coming 
with ſtrength and power to viſit the tyranny and the 
wickedneſs of the Son of Perdition, who hath placed

; This in Daut's Prophecy is expreſsly declared to be a 
Charles of Sweden, 
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himſelf in his ſeat, who fills both heaven and earth, 
the man of ſin and wickedneſs, the fountain of many 
adverſities, the maſter of all corruptions in the ſcrip- 
ture, the thief and plunderer of the honour and glory 
of God, who with his own mouth hath ſpoken, «I will 
not give my glory unto another, neither my worſhip

O you corrupt depravers of the ſcriptures, in 
which God hath revealed his will unto you, there is 
no mediator, nor interceſſor, but He only, who hath 
declared himſelf to be ſo in his word!

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After a little filence, the angel proceeded, O 
Babylon! fair but painted, and deſtitute of a true founda- 
tion; falſe is thy doctrine, falſe thy life, and evil thy 
works. Two and forty months ſhall quickly now be ex- 
pired ; and the three days, with half a day, ſhall come to 
an end; and the ſpirit of life fhall return into thoſe, whom 
thou, O witked Babylon! haſt murdered; and the five

Kotterus did here demand of the angel what was 
the meaning of the two myſtical letters P. and D. 
The angel made anſwer, P. is tbe Pope, the Spouſe of 
the Devil, who doth his work for him, heaping evil upon 
evil, by murders, torments, and cruelties; by adulteries, 


 whoredoms, and idolatry, ravening, intemperance, and 


avarice, and by whatſoever the Devil, ber own fleſh and 
Blood, doth teach her: for behold the Devil walketh among 
the Chriſtians and the Infidels, helping on the work, as the 
wwife is the helper of ber huſband. But this fhall con- 
temue but for a ſhort ſeaſon. | 
Rejoice, therefore, and be glad, you who are 
marked with the character of the Lamb; for behold 
another P. D. is coming, but not yet come, and ſud- 
denly will come. P. are the horrible plagues and 
puniſhments which ſuddenly will fall on this Bride- 


groom and his Bride. D. is the detonating bolt of 


thunder, ſhot from the hand of God, the lightning 
leaping from the Eaſt and from the North ; for be- 
hold the Time, Times, and Half-Time, is now almoſt 


expired, and the Tramplers ſhall tread all things under 


their feet. | 

Kotterus demanded of the angel, Jo are theſe 
Tramplers? To whom the angel replied, Be/ides the 
Devil, the ſupreme adverſaryof the church, there are two 
others, & ho ſhall deftroy and tread down all things. One 
of them doth not yet know the true God, but he ſhall know 
him; for the lime is at hand when be ſball acknowledge 
the true Cod, of whom be naw is ignorant, and ſhall ac- 
— 1 compl iſb 
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compliſh bis decree againſt the great Whore fitting on the 
hills above the ſea, who ts another Trampler upon and a 
deſtroyer of the church, whoſe remembrance is come into the 
fight of God, to give her a cup of the excandeſcence of his 
anger. He cares not for God, neither doth God care for 
bim ; far his time is almoſt paſt, and will quickly come up 
unto the number of 666. 
_ » Kotterus again demanded of the angel, And will 
there be ſo great an effuſion of blood? To whom 
the angel anſwered, Jes; for /ince Germany ts /o ſtub- 
born as not to pray to the Almighty to wilhdraw his rod 
and heavy band held over it, but doth more and more pro- 
poke bim, and doth ſo fill up the meaſure of her ſins, that it 
runs over wilh the abundance thereof ; therefore there ſhall 
be a great battle, and a great overibrow Io the Devil and 
the Dragon, and a great ſupper ſhall be prepared for the 
fowls-of the air. Woe unto. C/ESAR, the Kings and 
Princes, the Counts and Barons! Woe unto the 
Countrics and Cities of the German Empire! All 
theſe things ſhall fall upon you; famine, and dearth, and 
war, and effuſion of blood; for the condemnation of the 
GREAT BEAST 7s near and certain. The angel with 
the everlaſting Goſpel hath already flown * through the 
middle of the earth ; happy be they who ſhall recerve it, nor 
deſpiſe this great treaſure, by trampling it under their 
feet! The Sun of Righteouſneſs ſhall ſhine upon them in 
his full light, and diſpel theſe borrible clouds t without any 
fgrejudice unto them. 
| Kotterus interpoſed again, And ſhall the faithful 
be delivered from theſe great judgments * The angel 
anſwered, Rejorce, O lillle flock! thy Shepherd ſhall de- 
fend thee. You have in the ſcriptures moſt infallible 
promiſes of a certain deliverance. IT ſhall ſend thee to the 
wrilings of the prophets, and to the words of Chriſt and bis 
apoſtles. Behold, three impure ſpirits have gone forth from 
the mouth of the Beaſt, the _ Prophet, and the Dragon,

Kotterus here began to complain unto the angel, 
that no man would believe him; and that by de- 
claring theſe Revelations unto the world, he was 
fallen into great poverty, and become a ſcorn to all 
men. The angel made anſwer to him, V boſo puteth 
bis hand to the piougb, and looketh back, is not fil for the 
kingdom of God. Thou haſt found great favour in 
the "fight of God ; and he who will be God's ſervant 
mult become a reproach unto the world. Behold 
the time is at hand, when all theſe things ſhall be 
fulfilled : do not, therefore, conceal theſe things, but 


de careful to perſorm what is commanded thee. 


The VISION, Aupuſt 25, 1622. 
On the 25th of Auguſt, there appeared two 


angels to Kotterus, who ſpake thus unto him: Ko/terus, 


our God obſerveth the ſame method whichhe did from 
the beginning of the world, he mortifieth before he 
uickeneth. Undoubtedly you have heard the great 
ound we have made, and therefore we are ſent as 
ambaſſadors unto you, to inform you of more things 
to come. Aſk what you will of us, and we will 
inform you. Kotterus replied, I thought I ſhould 
not have ſeen you again, and behold 1 am again 
ſurprized. I receive nothing but contempt and - 
ſcorn from thoſe to whom I make my addrefles, and 
I conceive that there is not any one will give the leaſt 
belief unto me. The angels replied, We exhort thee 
to make no doubt of thoſe things which God doth 
manifeſt by us and our fellow ſervants. Mo/es made 


a doubt of the breaking out of the water from the 


hard rock, lor which he was puniſhed by God, and 
entered

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entered not into the promiſed land. Take heed, 


therefore, Kotterus, and provoke not the Almighty, 


leſt ſome puniſhment fall upon thee alſo, by incurring 
the diſpleaſure of the Almighty. At theſe words 
Kotterus cried out, Lord Jclus, becauſe I perceive 
that neither can nor ought to diſcharge mylelf from 
this great and admirable work, I wholly commir 


myſelf to Almighty God, to whom I render all - 


humble thanks, and implore the gift of his Holy 
Spirit; let what will become of my life or goods, I 
neither fear nor care. The angels ſaid unto him, This 
afflicteth thee, that what betalleth thee doth ſeldom 
befall any man; but in a ſhort time Elias and Daniel 
will awake from their ſleep, and Jobn alſo will come 
forth. MKotierus ſaid, Will Elias, and Daniel, and 
John come again? will they be raiſed from the dead? 
The angels anſwered, It is not ſo carnally to be un- 
derſtood, as if they would rife from the dead, but 
that God would give his Spirit, according to that 
meaſure which he, only wiſe, doth beſt know, even 
by us,as his angels and ambaſſadors. Daniel under- 
ſtood not till the angel expounded to him ; no more 
did Jobn, till the angel declared and revealed to him. 
But the world is now grown fo wiſe, that it thinks it 
doth not need the ſcriptures; and if we ſhould declare 
unto you any other goſpel than the goſpel of Jeſus 
Chriſt, a curſe would juſtly fall upon us; for already 
it hath been done, and every day it comes to pals, 
that by falſe doctrines, and counterfeit ſhows, the 

devil doth transform himſelf into an angel of lighr. 
Kotterus proceeded in his diſcourſe with the 
angels, and ſaid, They will alledge they have Moſes 
and the prophets, and therefore they will reject both 
you and me. To whom the angels anſwered, It hath 
always been the cuſtom of the wicked world to de- 
ſpiſe heavenly things, and to eſteem things that are 
earthly to be heavenly ; but let them deſpiſe them: 
the Judge of the living and the dead, who ſitteth at 
the right hand of God, whoſe face we angels perpe- 
L =" tually 
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tually do behold, He will come and judge, and in 
judgment will condemn thoſe who do not believe in 
Him. We declare unto you no new doctrine, nor 
bring unto you any new God, but do refer you to 
the ſcriptures; for there is no comfort without the 
fountains of 1/raz/. Your owa ſalvation, and the 
ſalvation of the whole world, is not grounded on an- 
gelical revelations ; no, but whoſo ſhall preferve him- 
ſelf from the uncleanneſs and infection of ſin, and 
believe in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, he ſhall be ſaved. 
Kotterus addreſſed himſelf again unto the an- 
gels, and ſaid, There is one thing more in which I 


deſire to be further ſatisfied, 'vhen and in what time 


all theſe things ſhall be. fulfilled. The angels made 
anſwer, When you ſhall perceive the heavens and 
the carth to be moved with our voices, and the voice 
only of two. ſhall be heard; when the voices from 
the eaſt and from the north ſhall found both toge- 
ther ; then know that all theſe great things ſhall come 


to paſs, and follow on one another. Koflerus de- 


manded again of the angels, If the peace made with 
the Turk in the Eaſt ſhall ſtill continue? I told you 
before, that this peace ſhould continue but for half 
an hour, and afterwards ſhall be diſlolved for ever. 
Behold an inundation is rolling on, and a great tem- 

ſt is coming from the North. The Ravening 
Wolf alſo is coming out of his kennel in the Eaſt, 


' who hath ſharp teeth and nails, and is ſwift of foot; 


he unexpectedly will fall both on the ſhepherd and 
the ſheep, and who dares promiſe ſecurity to him- 
ſelf? 

O you Kings, you Princes and Potentates, the 
Moft High doth laugh at your counſels, and your 
treaties of peace will come to nothing ; for there are 
no means of peace for you more than were for them of 
Jeruſalem, or for Pharaoh. Kotterus again demanded 
who was that Ravening Wolf, and if he may not be 
reſtrained? The angels made anſwer, He may, with 


true repentance, and with fervent prayer. God 


Pplronounceth 
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pronounceth his judgment againſt a nation or king- 
dom, which he intends to deſtroy or break in pieces: 
but if that nation or kingdom ſhall truly repent 
them of their evil ways, God will repent himſelf of 
the evil which he intended to bring upon them. 
Nineveh was to be deſtroyed within forty days; but 
the ruin of that great city was prevented by the pe- 
nitence and amendment of the inhabitants. The 
King did humble himſelf; not ſaying, as Pharaoh, 
Who is the Lord, that I ſhould bear bis voice ? and was 
therefore devoured by the Red Sea. 

The LION of the TRIBE OF JUDAH is he 
who wageth war againſt Germany, and he doth manage 
it by the Lion of the Eaſt, and the Lion of the North; 
neither doth he want power or means to inflict his 
puniſhment, for which he hath many and great 
cauſes : for the power ſecular and eccleſiaſtical, which 
ought to punith the pride, the impurity, and con- 
tempt of the word of God, do commit theſe fins 
themſelves, and the Potentates of the earth do work 
wickedneſs; and, which is worſe, they run whoring 
after other Gods, and wallow themſelves in all man- 
ner of uncleanneſs, againſt the firſt and ſecond Table. 
Go into Paradiſe, and behold the diſobedience of 
Adam; conſider and behold the wicked works of the 
old world, who refuſed to ſubmit themſelves to the 
government of the Spirit of God ; examine the ſcrip- 
tures, and behold Sodom, Pharaob, and Feruſalem, and 
you ſhall find, that far greater ſins are now com- 
mitted againſt God. Adam died, the old world was 
overwhelmed in the flood, and others were puniſhed for 
their iniquities; and ſhall not God now ſtrike ROME 
and GERMANY? Conſider what Daniel, Chriſt, 
and Jobn ſpake of theſe times, that ſuch a tribulation 
ſhould come, as was never in the World before. Ic 
hath been told you, that God will puniſh with fire, 
ſword, and peſlilence; and it hath been told you, 
that in the laſt days there will be a great defect of 
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faith, hope, and charity. If Rome and Germany had 
continued in the light, and not deſpiſed it, ſuch heavy 
and horrible judgments would never have fallen upon 
them. 

The reader is to underſtand, that Kotterus had 
theſe and other Viſions and Revelations for the ſpace 
of eight years; from the year 1616, to the end of the 
year 1624. There are many- more beſides theſe, 
declaring much horror to Rome, Germany, and other 
places; bur theſe may ſuffice at preſent,

\HRISTINA was the daughter of Fulianus Poni- 
atonius, one of the miniſters of Prague, who was 
invited to live privately with the illuſtrious Charles de 
Zezolin, Pro-Marquis of Moravia. . Fulianus placed 
his daughter Chriſiina with the Lady Engelburb of 
Zelkin, Baroneſs of Zarubia, and deſcended of the 
houſe of Auſtria, where ſhe was entertained with 
that reſpect which was due unto a gentlewoman of 
her birth and quality. She began to have her Re- 
velations and Raptures at Branna in Bohemia, when 
ſhe was about ſixteen or ſeventeen years of age, and 
lived with the Lady above-mentioned ; who at the 
firſt conceived thoſe violent impreſſions to be the 
viſitations only of ſome ruder fever, and therefore 
ſent for Labanius and Lobmullerus, two eminent pro- 
feſſors of phyſic, who both acknowledged that her 
caſe was not within the reach of their art, . 
In many of her Viſions ſhe ſeemed to be rapt 
with an exiliance of joy, in which the delights of the 
everlaſting Bridegroom with a faithful ſoul are moſt 
wonderfully and lively repreſented. | 
As in the Viſions of Kotterus, there appeared 
angels to him in the ſhape ok young men, ſo in the 
Viſions of Chri/tina, who was a virgin, the Ancient of 
Days appeared unto her as an old man, who did 
reveal unto her the downfall of the EMPIRE OF 
GERMANY, and of the POPE OF ROME; with 
many other wonders, and terrible things to come to 
paſs towards the end of the-world. 
| — | After 
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Aſter a great and extraordinary rapture, which al- 
moſt raviſned her ſoul from her body, ſo that her reco- 
very. from it was a kind of reſurrection from death, it 
then pleaſed God that her Revelations ceaſed, and 
much about that time her father died. Not long after= 
ward, Daniel Velterus (who taught Frederic-Henry, 
the eldeſt ſon of the King of Bohemia, the Bohemian 
tongue) did court her in the way of marriage, for ſhe 
was beautiful both in body and in mind; and it 
being firſt propounded to the divines of the reformed 
churches in thoſe parts, they gave their conſent unto 
it, alledging the example of Deborah, the wife of 
Lapidolh, a propheteſs, yet married, Judg. iv. 4; and 
the example of Huldab, wife of Sellum, 2 Kings, 
xxii. 14. 

They lived comfortably together for the ſpace of 
twelve years and two months, and had two ſons and 
three daughters, whom they carefully brought up in 
good manners, and in the fear of God. 

In the month of June, 1644, it pleafed God to 
viſit her with a great cough, and a dangerous de- 
fluxion of rheum upon her lungs; which, being at- 
tended with a hectic fever, did tranſlate her unto 
a better Huſband in the four-and-thirtieth year of her 
age. Her death was much lamented, and her fu- 
neral obſerved with great ſolemnity.

VISIONS AND REVELATIONS 


CHRISTINA PONIATONIA. 


ER firſt Viſion was this, which ſhe did commit 
to writing with her own hand. On the 12th 


of November, in the year 1627, on which day my

Lady the Baroneſs having ſent me into the garden, 


I beheld in the air, ſays ſhe, over the houſe a rod bound 

like a broom, the handle whereof was towards the 

North, and the end of it was towards the South ; 

being affrighted at the ſight whereof, I did run to call 

others to look upon it, but preſently afterwards it va- 
niſhed away out of my eyes. 


The VISION by the 13th of Fanuary, 1628. 


A moſt venerable ancient man appearing, and 
having taken me by one hand, and the Lord by ano- 
ther, they did lead me, ſays ſhe, into a pleaſant 
garden, when, behold, a Lion came running out 
from one part of the garden, and other Lions from 
other parts, and met together in one place. They 
were remarkable in their ſtature, inſomuch that I was 
greatly afraid. The one of them was of an azure 
col ur, and the other ofa red; and in their fore-paws 


they had great ſwords, and ſharp and long talons: 


they ſtood on their hinder feet, and in their fore- feet 
they did hold ſwords. 

Look again, ſaid the Ancient unto me; I there- 
fore lifted up my eyes, and, behold, a White Horſe, 
of a ſtupendous bulk, having two heads, and holding 
in his fore-feet an Iron Globe, red-hot as a coal of 
fire: his gait was portly and impetuous; and he trod 
on the earth with fo much pride, that it trembled 
under him. Coming near unto the Lions, he began 
to go but ſoftly, as if he was afraid of them, or had a 
mind to go back again; but the Lions ſtood over 
againſt him with great boldneſs, and ſometimes they 
laid their heads together, as if they whiſpered ſome- 
thing to one another, and yet they did bear a vigilant 
eye on the Horſe: but the Horſe, drawing near unto 
the Lion, did ſuddenly throw the fiery Globe amongſt 
them; hoping it would come to paſs, that while the 
Lions were contending for the Globe, he might have 
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the opportunity to eſcape away ; but the Globe being 
neglected by the Lions, they did ſet upon the Horſe, 
and did firſt bereave him of his two heads, afterwards 
they did tear his body in pieces, and on a ſudden they 
devoured it, and having ſpoken ſomething again to one 
another, they threw the Bowl or Globe from them. 

The Ancient ſaid unto me, Lift up thine eyes 
again; which I did, and beheld a high and a broad 
tree ſtanding between the Lions, and ſhading them 
with it's boughs. On the top of all the tree 1 beheld 
a great Eagle ſitting, having two heads, and four 
wings, and four feet, and two trains. And I heard 
the Eagle to make a great noiſe, but I could not un- 
derſtand the meaning of it; I therefore aſked the 
Ancient, What is the meaning of that great noiſe 
which the Eagle maketh? He anſwered, The bird 
pronounceth theſe things,“ Behold I ſit on high, being 
exalted above all others ; who is ſo bold to come unto 
me, and move me from this high place? None is, 
none will be ſo preſumptuous.”” Bur the Lions came, 
and taking hold of the tree with their fore-feet, they 
did ſhake it with ſo much violence, that the Eagle 
fell down; whom they did tear in pieces, and de- 
voured, as they had devoured the Horſe. 

The Ancient again ſaid unto me, Come, and ſee 
yet more: and he did lead me to a great broad 
water, on the bank whereof there ſtood another great 
Tree, which did ſpread it's boughs a great way. The 
Ancient ſaid unto me, Beho/d! and immediately 
the ſame Lions coming to the tree, did ſhake and 
throw it to the ground; they plucked up the roots 
of it with their paws, and threw the body, boughs, 
and root, into the water; which when they had done, 
they made the ground level and ſmooth where the 
roots were, that there might not be the leaſt appear- 
ance where ſo great a Tree did ſtand. 

The Ancient ſaid to me again, Come, and be- 
hold the end. 1 came, and ſaw a ſtately, great, and 
| 8 ma gnificent 
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magnificent building, moſt richly ſer forth with all 
the art that poſſibly could delight the eye. I aſked 
the old man what was that ſpacious and ſtately build- 
ing; he told me this was that proud and rebellious 
houſe, ſhining without, and glorious, but within full 
of all manner of impurities, abominations, and im- 
pieties: it is that GREAT BABYLON, whoſe ruin 
doth now draw near; for it is impoſſible that this 
houſe ſhould ſtand any longer, becauſe her fins and 
her tranſgreſſions are come up to Heaven. Obſerve 
but the doom that doth attend it. 

Immediately there came again the former Lions, 
and with them a third Lion, white as ſnow ; and com- 
ing to the houſe, they began to demolifh it, and from 
the foundation to overthrow it, the White Lion aſ- 
fiſting them wigh all his ſtrength and power, until 
the whole building did fall down; on which the 
Lions trampling, cried out with a loud voice, 
BABYLON IS FALLEN, IT IS FALLEN! the 
Great Houſe of AUSTRIA IS FALLEN! that 
proud and lofty Houſe is fallen to the ground! nei- 
ther ſhall it ever be builded up again; that abo- 
minable and tyrannical place is utterly deſtroyed, 
but not by our power, but by the power of the vic- 
torious Lion of the tribe of Fadah.

geen Iſaac Newton ſays, * Amongſt the interpreters 
| of the laſt age, there is ſcarce one of note who 
[| | hath not. made ſome diſcovery worth knowing. It 
[| is little encouragement to this kind of ſtudy to reflect, 
that two of the moſt learned men of their times, Mr. 
Mede and Mr. Daubuz, the one died a fellow of a 1 
college, and the other a vicar in Yorkfhire, Mr. 
Mede, as we read in the Memoirs of his Life, was ſo 
modeſt, that he wiſhed for nothing more than a do- 
native or ſinecure to be added to his fellowſhip, but 
even this he could not obtain; but, however, let 
us proceed, — bleſſed is he that readeth, and they that 
hear the words of this prophecy, and keep thoſe things 
that are written therein.“ Dr. Newton obſerves, 
Not withſtanding the general current in her favour, 
(meaning the church of Rome) the tide ſhall turn 
againſt her;“ and the hands which helped to raiſe her, 
ſhall help to pull her down. The ten horns ſhall 
hate her; that is, by a common figure of the whole 
for a part, ſome of the ten kings, for others ſhall 
bewail and lament for her, and ſhall fight and periſh 
in the cauſe of the beaſt. F Some of the kings who 
formerly 


Is not this viſible at the preſent moment? 
+ This is too true, 
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formerly loved her, grown ſenſible of her exorbitant 
exactions and oppreſſions, ſhall hate her, ſhall ſtrip, 
and expoſe, and plunder her, and utterly conſume 
her with fire. Rome, therefore, will finally be de- 
ſtroyed, by ſome of the princes who are reformed, 
or ſhall be reformed from popery ; and as the kings 
of France have contributed greatly to her advance- 
ment, it is not impoſſible, nor improbable, that ſome 
time or other they may alto be the principal authors 
of her deſtruction. France hath already ſhewn ſome 
tendency towards a reformation, and therefore may 
appear more likely to effect ſuch a revolution. Such 
a revolution may reaſonably be expected; becauſe 
this infatuation of popiſh princes is permilied by Di- 
vine Providence only for a certain period, until the 
words of God ſball be fulfilled, and particularly the 
words of the prophet Daniel; © They /hall be given 
« to his hand, unlil a lime, and limes, and the dividin 

« of time: but, then, as it immediately follows, 
« the judgment fhall fit, and they ſhall take away his do- 
c minion to conſume, and to deſliroy it until the end. It 
is upon the ſeventh, or laſt head of the beaſt, that the 
horns are ſeen growing together, that is, upon the 
Roman empire, in it's ſeventh or laſt form of go- 
vernment; and they are not like the beads ſucceſſive, 
but contemporary kingdoms. * Theſe have one mind, 
* and ſhall give their power and flreagth unta the beaſt ;** 
which is caſily underſtood, and applied to the 
princes and ſtates in communion with the church of 
Rome. However they may differ in other reſpects, 
yet they agree in ſubmitting implicitly to the autho- 
rity of the Roman church, and in defending it's 
rights and prerogatives againſt all oppoſers. Theſe 
Hall make war with the Lamb, and the Lamb ſtall 
* overcome them.” They perſecute the true church of 
Chriſt, but the true church thall in the end prevail, 
and triumph over them; which particulars have 
been fulfilled in part already, and will be more fully 


accompliſlied 
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accompliſhed hereafter. The fall of Rome,” in the 
latter days, © is delineated as of another Babylon; 
and it is deelared, that ſhe ſhall be deſtroyed by fire, 
and her deſtruction ſhall be a complete and total de- 
ſtruction, ſuch as hath never yet been the fate of 
Rome; ſome of the princes who were once of her 
communion fhall hate her as much as they loved 
her, and burn her with fire. It is further intimated, 
that Rome ſhall be ſwallowed up by a ſubterraneous 
fire, ſhall ſink like a great mill-ſtone in the ſea, and 
her ſmoke ſhall rife up for ever and for ever ; and 
the ſoil and ſituation of Rome, and the neighbouring 
countries, greatly favour ſuch a fuppoſition ; as St. 


John faith, e ſpiritually is called Sodom, and ſhe ſhall 


reſemble Sodom in her punithment, as well as in her 
crimes. After the ſubverſion of the capital city, the 
beaſt and the falſe prophet, the powers civil and 
eccleſiaftical, with thoſe who ſtill adhere to their 
party, ſhall make one effort more; but it ſhall prove 
as weak and vain as it is impious. A tradition hath 
"ag amongſt the Jews, that the deſtruction of 

ome, and the redemption of Iſrac}, fhall fall out 
about the {ame time.“ 


* Theſe things, the Saviour ſays, are tobe uſhered in with 
figns in the Heavexs and in the Earth, in the Sun and in the 
Moon ; which ſeem to be fulfilling in the preſent days. It was 
but a few years ago, that a moſt extraordinary phenomenon ap-
